We are left to infer that these 
isensod ponies were consumed by the na- 
tives, Notwithstanding this fact, he calm- 
ly informs ua that the ponies at the livery 
stables are ‘‘freo from disease.” If ten 
died from glundera, the public ‘can scarcely 
reat satisfied on this report that this moat 
Mangerous disease does not now. exist at 
“these stables. The Chinese livery stables 
are quit® enough of a nuisance, from the 
traffic of which the Council has recently 
heard a good deal ; but this report shows 
that thoy require very close official su 
vision leat they are the means of spre:

It is Further provided that no’ - 
obstruction shall be offered to the work of 
tho fire-brimndes or’ the ' passayo’ of their 
engines. Should « fira occur at night, 
lighted Janterns must be hung in front of 
all houses within five cho, while all. cata- 
blishments, gioat or- small, situated threa’ 
chy to windward and. five to leeward must 
be provided with buckets filled with water 
for the use. of tho Inmatos or their noigh- 
bors. ‘Again, tho ‘occupants of all houses 
to leeward of the flames must’ have a good 
lonk-out kept on the roofa of ‘their houses 
to éxtinguish fying sparks and embers na 
they fall.
